WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 —Untest is visible in 1 France, the De Gaulle 
cause is increasing in popularity in France proper and in all French 


colonies, and Gon. Maxim Weygand has been impressed enough by re- - 


cent changes in German prospects to summon all his aides and counsel- 
lors in Africa for a. review of the entire world situation, according to in-. 
formation received in official quarters here. 


This change In -the French 
situation is attributed to the 
supine Vichy surrender of Indo- 
China to Japan without a fight 
and to the- fact -that Hitler's 
armics are tangled in the midst 
of Russia instead of being in 
London ‘as Germans had gen- 
ernlly been predicting for 
months, 

The Government of Vichy was of 
course predicated on the expectation 
of a quick German victory. It based 
Its policy on that expectation from 
the beginning and It always defended 
{iself within France with the argu- 
ment that the Allied cause was hone- 


less, : 
Allied Cause Brighter 


But tho Allied cause looks brighter 
to-day thon at any time since the 
Germans broke through the French 
defences at Sedan. 

Britain has had nearly twa months 
of respite in which to catch up on 
lest slecp, increase {ts alreraft ree 
serves, bring supplies in from the 
Atlante, 

The United States has galned two 
months which may prove to have 
been the most important two months 

in current history. At the beginning 

of the two month perlod most of the 
new airplane and tank -factorics were 
beginning to Ml with Idle machinery. 
To-dny they are filled with men, the 
machinery Is humming, and new, 
superior models of planes and tanks 
are rolling, 


If Germany tad attacked Britain 
this summer the new American arms 
plants ‘would have been worthless. 
The {ssucs would have been decided 
without them. But no military Issue 
In the future will be unaffected by 
the arms from American’ plants 
which have come into production 
during the past two months. 

All of these considerations have 
hed a powerful Impact in France and 
on Frenchmen throughout the world. 
With the men of Vichy losing !n pre- 
stlue datly the freer Frenchmen ‘of 
North Africa are reported to be de- 
bating whether the thme has come to 
eut the strands with. Vichy. There 
ure (wo main obstacles. They know 
that if they do it will bring German 
avnics into the ttnoccupled aren of 
France. Also General Weygand him- 
self finds it extremely diMcult to face 
co-operation with General de Gaulle, 


Washington Watches Closely 


For these two reasons no one in 
Washington seriously expects Gen- 
eral Weygand to take the initlotive 
at this moment In denouncing the 
German armistice and resuming the 
war, But every German tank and 
every German airplane lost in Russia 
mikes the Weygand forces in North 
Africa just that much more potential- 
ly powerful. The time may come, in 
thet may have already come, when 
a joint attack on Libya from the 
British in Egypt and the French in 
Tunis and Algiers might crush the 
Italian and German forces between. 

If General Weygand Js ever to take 
his chance this may be the right 


time for it. At least there Is enough 
weight behind this thought among 
Frenchmen to have caused n complete 
venssessment of the whole altuation 
in North ‘Africn, General Weygand 
ected in all his economic,’ political 
and military subordinates for a gen- 
gral’ conference which began yester= 
ny. 
American Interest . 

Washington watches with intense 
Interest. If Gencral Weygand 
should decide to-make the experi- 
ment ond take his great gamble he 
can be assured at onee of supplies of 
oll and gasoline for his motor units, 
Dozens of tankers could be diverted 
at once to Casablancn and Dakar. 
He could also be sure’ that airplanes 
and tanks now labelled for Britain 
would be shipped at once to those 
some ports. He has not asked. how 
much would be given him, and no 
one has tried to make him any pro- 
mises, There js no need of that. He 
knows approximately what could be 
expected. It is hfa decision, 

While he is trying to make up hfs 
mind Washington holds back on ex- 
fending the benefit of “lend-leasc" 
materials to the forces of General de 
Gaulle. There is heavy pressure for 
this step, but it could have-an ex- 
tremely adverse effect on the -de- 
liberations In North Africa 
might turn to the Allied advantage.

Navy’s. Knox 
Bridge To Britain 


MILWAUKEE, WIS. Sept. 15 
(Reuter).—Beginning tovwmorrow, the 
United States Navy will protect all 
Lease-Lend cargocs' ‘traversing the 
sea “between the American ‘continent 
and the waters adjacent to Icclang,” 
said Colonel Frank Knox, Scerctary 
of the Navy, addressing the Ameslean 
Legion Convention. : 


Colonel Knox described the At- 
Jantic Fleet's orders im unequivocal 
language—'to capture or destroy” 
every Axis surface .or sub-surface 
ralder that ‘is encountered. 

‘This {s our answer to Hitler's 
declaration that he will try to sirk 
every ship encountered~ on: routes 
Jeading from the United States to 
British ports,” he added. 


Battle of Atlantic 


Colonel Knox's - announcement 
came near the end of his address in 
which he declared thut since the 
United States’ occupation of Iccland 
on July 7, “Hitler and the Nazis have 
been palpably losing the Battle of 
the Atlantle” and. were therefore 
forged to attempt to breale down the 
bridge of ships carrying supplies to 
Britain, oe : 

“If Hitler and the Nazis did not 
take swiftly successful measures to 
break down -that ‘bridge,’ Colonel 
Knox sald, “the defeat of England, 
the primary purpose “of” the . war, 
would become impossible, Ut they 
did make such an ajl-out effort, they 
would add ‘the United States Navy 
to their numerous foes, 


Grim Choice 


“It was a grim cholee but Nazi 
action in the past few days hdd Icft 
little room for doubt as to what they 
would do, A German submarine ac- 
costed an American destroyer carry- 
ing mail to our outpost {in Iceland.
